It was not found to be taught in the prior art of receiving a frame carrying a null VLAN ID 
or is untagged, using the source MAC address to determine a preliminary VLAN 
classification of the received frame, using the preliminary VLAN classification to index 
into a table of security associations giving an authentication code key, receiving the 
frame carrying an authentication code computed over a frame payload using a message 
digest algorithm and recomputing the authentication code that is received, if the 
authentication codes match, using the preliminary VLAN classification as a final/value 
VLAN classification.
